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Committee Acts To Roll 
Back Crude Oil Price

Senate 
sponsor of the move says it 
should 
reduce retail gasoline 
prices by about four cents a 
gallon. 


The 12-4 vote Monday by a 
conference commitee of sena­ 
tors 
and 
representatives 
also 
broke a deadlock which has 
been 
holding 
up 
legislation 
giving President Nixon sweep­ 
ing powers to deal with the 
energy crisis. 


The 
committee 
adopted 
an 
amendment by Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., which would, 
if enacted by Congress, put a 
ceiling 
of $7.09 a 
barrel on 
crude oil w hich has been selling 
for up to $10.25. 


The provision was substituted 
for a controversial proposal to 
control windfall profits of the 
'petroleum industry. Debate on 
the 
profits 
measure 
before 
Christmas was so intense that 
Congress ended its session and 
adjourned for a month without 
passing the energy bil.

to keep their tanks always full. 
“Panic buying isn’t helping 
the 
situation,” 
Simon 
said. 
‘...Many gasoline stations and 
trade 
associations 
feel 
there 
would 'be. enough gasoline if 
motorists do not use their tanks 
to 
hoard gasoline.”

INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) — T h e 
Indiana House today has on its 
way to passage an emergency 
medical services —EM S — bill 
that it missed voting on earlier 
in the session. 
The House Roads and Trans­ 
portation Committee stripped a 
Senate EMS bill Monday and 
put in its own version, which 
earlier ran into a deadline and 
never got handed down for a 
final: House vote. 


The House version also is the 
hill.

If the House 
passes it, a Senate House con­ 
ference committee must recon- 
cil the differences. 
Proponents of the House ver­ 
sion told the committee the Sen­

about 10 years of study and 
planning in Indiana. 
The 
House bill, 
they 
said, 
was not for study, but for im­ 
plementation of the EMS sys­ 
tem, 
to 
provide 
coordinated 
training, communications, am ­

and 
os. pi tal 
services, 
and further planing. 
The idea is to save more Hoo- 
sier lives by having better co­ 
ordinated 
services 
for 
home, 
highway or other accidents, and 
for other medical emergencies, 
ranging from childbirth to dis­ 
asters.

Sheriff Logs 100,000 Miles, 
Investigates 28 Mishaps In ’73 


Did you ever wonder how 
many 
accidents 
the 
Rush 
County 
Sheriffs 
Department 
investigates monthly or yearly? 
In what month do the most 
accidents occur and what time? 
What infraction was reported 
most by Rush County Sheriff 
Ted Owens and his department? 
In the sheriffs annual report 
he answers these questions and 
others. 
A total of 288 accidents were 
investigated by the sheriff in 
Rush County, of which three 
were fatalities. Two of these 
deaths 
were 
due 
to 
mixing 
drinking and driving. 
Saturday had the most ac­ 
cidents in the days of the week 
with 58, Tuesday and Sunday 
ranked second with 43. Other 
days 
were: 
Monday 
(36), 
Wednesday (36), Thursday (35), 
and Friday (38). 
March and October were the 
months with the most accidents, 
each having 29. August had the 
least accidents, in one month 
with 16. 
M o s t 
accidents 
occurred 
between 12 noon and midnight, 
according to the sheriff and all 
three of Rush County’s fatalities 
occurred at this time. 
The most frequent arrest was 
for reckless driving with 56. The 
sheriff arrested 44 people for 
driving under the influence of 
liquor, 43 for speeding and '42 


for public intoxication. 
Only one arrest was made for 
a variety of things, including,

driving, 
bribery,

and rape. Only two arrests were 
made for failure to' appear, 
carrying concealed weapons and 
auto theft.

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COSTLY SHOPLIFTING 


For the theft of an 89-cent pair of gloves to cost a 
shoplifter $53 in a fine and court costs seems 
unusually severe punishment. Actually, it is. 


Yet what must be considered is the over-all view 
from the standpoint of m erchants, not only here but 
over the nation. Year after year, they are vic­ 
timized by shoplifting which costs them thousands 
of dollars. 


The glove theft shoplifting case was handled in 
City Court here recently . Airests for shoplifting are 
becoming more numerous here and elsewhere. 


M erchants are reluctant to m ake arrests not only 
because it often creates ill will among the public but 
also because a false arrest could mean trouble for 
them. 


There no doubt are tim es when shoplifting 
technically 
occurs 
even 
though 
the 
person 
ultim ately arrested had no intention of stealing. 
T hat’s one of the hazards in the "do it yourself” 
stores where a person might absentmindedly put an 
item into his pocket, or a woman into her purse, 
intending to pay for it along with other things. 


But probably most of the time it’s a question of 
trying to get away with something. The temptation 
always is there. 


Fines and sometimes even jail sentences are 
given not only to punish a shoplifter but also to 
serve notice to others that shoplifting is a form of 
theft and m ust be punished. 


Potential shoplifters who consider the possible 
consequences, such as $53 for an 89-cent pair of 
gloves, 
might 
thus 
be 
deterred 
from 
this 
dishonesty . Everyone would be better off, including 
the m erchants.
